Almost  two  years  have  passed  since  the  death  of  Dion  Arroyo,  but  to  so  many 
of  us  at  St.  Joseph's  it  still  feels  like  only  yesterday  that  we  had  the  privilege  of 
being  in  his  company.   Dion  died  on  September  11th,  2003,  when  his  truck 
collided  with  a  light  pole  on  Waverly  Avenue.   For  those  that  did  not  know  him, 
Dion  was  a  friend  to  all,  and  a  beloved  brother  of  Delta  Psi  Omega.   Dion  had  such 
an  outgoing  personality  and  a  great  sense  of  humor.   If  you  ever  had  a  problem,  or 
if  something  was  troubling  you,  all  you  needed  was  a  small  dose  of  Dion  —  he  had 
the  ability  to  make  you  feel  better  no  matter  how  upset  you  were. 

Many  of  us  still  have  frequent  thoughts  of  Dion,  and  personally  not  more  than  a 
day  or  two  goes  by  before  some  amusing  memory  surfaces  that  can  still  cheer  me 
up  today  no  matter  how  distressed  I  may  be.   Many  people  come  and  go  in  life. 
Dion  may  have  only  been  with  us  for  a  short  time,  but  he  has  touched  more  lives 
than  most  people  touch  in  ten  lifetimes.   If  you  find  this  comment  to  be 
exaggerated,  I  assure  you  it  is  not.   If  you  attended  Dion's  funeral  services,  you 
would  have  seen  the  lines  of  people  that  packed  the  inside  of  the  building,  then 
wrapped  all  the  way  around  the  outside  of  the  building.   New  people  came  and 
went  every  few  minutes,  but  that  line  never  shrank.   Every  person  who  attended 
had  a  story  to  tell  about  how  Dion  had  changed  their  life  in  some  way  or  another. 
Dion  was  there  for  everyone,  whether  he  did  something  as  simple  as  taking  the 
keys  from  someone  who  contemplated  driving  while  intoxicated,  or  talking 
someone  through  a  complicated  time  in  their  lives.   Dion  was  always  ready  and 
willing  to  do  whatever  he  could  to  assist  anyone  in  need. 

We  will  always  appreciate  the  time  we  were  able  to  spend  with  Dion,  and  the 
memories  left  behind  will  forever  live  in  our  hearts.   Delta  Psi  Omega  is  honored  to 
be  able  to  call  Dion  Arroyo  one  of  our  own.   He  was  —  and  always  will  be  —  one 
of  our  most  valued  brothers.   We  love  you  Dion!

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Pope  John  Paul  II,  born  Karol  Jozef  Wojty  (May  18,  1920  -  April  2,  2005), 
was  Pope,  Prince  of  the  Apostles  and  Bishop  of  Rome  for  almost  27  years, 
from  16  October  1978  until  his  death,  ruling  Vatican  City  and  leading  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  and  Eastern  Churches  in  communion  with  the 
Holy  See.  By  virtue  of  his  office,  he  was  formally  addressed  by  Catholics 
and  many  non-Catholics  as  His  Holiness.  He  served  the  third  longest 
papacy  following  Saint  Peter  and  Pope  Pius  IX.  He  was  the  first  non-Italian 
to  serve  in  office  since  the  Dutch-German  Pope  Adrian  VI  assumed  the 
papacy  in  1522.  His  reign  experienced  a  rapid  decline  of  Catholicism  in 
industrialized  nations  and  expansion  in  the  third  world.  Pope  John  Paul  II 
emphasized  what  he  called  the  universal  call  to  holiness  and  attempted  to 
define  the  Catholic  Church 's  role  in  the  modern  world.  He  was  a  strident 
supporter  of  Papal  infallibility  and  opposed  the  concept  of  collegiality.  He 
spoke  out  against  communism,  imperialism,  materialism,  Nazism,  racism, 
oppression,  secularism,  feminism,  poverty,  and  unrestrained  capitalism. 
Although  he  was  on  friendly  terms  with  many  Western  heads  of  state  and 
leading  citizens,  he  reserved  a  special  opprobrium  for  what  he  believed  to  be 
the  corrosive  spiritual  effects  ofmoderm  Western  consumerism  and  the 
concomitant  widespread  secular/hedonistic  orientation  of  Western 
populations.He  defined  Catholic  teachings  on  human  life  by  opposing 
abortion,  contraception,  capital  punishment,  stem-cell  research,  human 
cloning,  euthanasia  and  war.  He  also  defended  traditional  teachings  on 
marriage,  sexuality,  and  gender  roles  by  opposing  divorce,  same-sex  unions 
and  ordination  of  women.  He  opposed  the  full  separation  of  church  and 
state  by  calling  upon  Catholics  to  vote  according  to  their  religion.  Pope 
John  Paul  II  became  known  as  the  "Pilgrim  Pope"  for  having  travelled 
greater  distances  than  all  his  predecessors  have  combined.  According  to 
John  Paul  II,  the  trips  symbolized  bridge-building  efforts  between  nations 
and  religions,  attempting  to  remove  divisions  created  through  history.  He 
allegedly  canonized  more  people  than  all  his  predecessors  combined,  from 
many  different  cultures.  Pope  John  Paul  II  died  on  2  April  2005  after  a  long 
fight  against  Parkinson 's  disease  and  other  illnesses.  The  public  viewing  of 
his  body  in  St.  Peter's  Basilica  drew  over  four  million  people  to  Vatican  City 
and  is  most  likely  the  largest  single  pilgrimage  in  the  history  of 
Christendom.

A  helmut  can  cost  hundreds  of  dollars,  also,  which  might  be 
le  reason  horse  showing  and  racing  has  always  been  known  as  "the  sport  of  kings." 
There  are  five  competitions  during  the  fall  season  and  usually  the  same  number  in  the 
ring  season.  Of  course,  practice  is  held  throughout  the  year,  and,  while  held  outdoors, 
ey  are  canceled  only  if  the  weather  is  particularly  bad.  The  colleges  in  St.  Joseph's 
>nference  include:  CW  Post,  Dowling  College,  Fairfield  (CT),  Hofstra  University,  Molloy 
Dllege,  Nassau  County  Community  College,  Sacred  Heart  College  (CT),  SUNY  Stony 
ook,  St,  John's  University  and  Yale  (CT).  The  skills  that  are  judged  are  walking,  trotting, 
intering  and  jumping,  but  there  are  also  intangibles  that  the  judges  look  for  which  can 
ake  the  difference  between  placing  (winning  a  ribbon)  or  not.  To  make  it  even  more 
eresting,  the  horses  are  drawn  by  lot,  so  the  competitors  do  not  know  the  horses  they 
e  riding  until  the  morning  of  the  show.  That  is  part  of  the  deal,  however,  because  a  rider 
supposed  to  be  able  to  handle  any  horse  that  comes  along.
